LBJ Regrets 
Of Viet Nam 


Diversion 
War Effort 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Calling for unity in South Viet Nam, President John- 
son said Saturday he regrets any diversion from the war effort there or from the at- 
tempt to build democracy. 


This was as close as Johnson came, during a news conference in his office, 
to chiding the Vietnamese for mounting political turmoil that, officials concede, has 
hampered some military operations. 


Reading a prepared 
state- 


ment, beyond which he declined 
to venture, Johnson said the 
situation was being watched 
closely and asserted: "We be- 
lieve everything possible should 
be done to bring the various fac- 
tions to an understanding of the 
need for unity while the consti- 
tutional process is moving for- 
ward. That is what our people 
are trying to do." 


After speaking of this consti- 
tutional process, Johnson said, 
"We regret any diversion from 
that task and from efforts to 
defeat the Communist attempt 
to take over South Viet Nam." 


Johnson declined to state his 
current attitude toward Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky, target for 
Buddhist demands for a new 
Saigon government. 


Still Serious 


But he made no attempt to 
minimize the seriousness of the 
situation, saying the Vietnam- 
ese have "a hard and frustrat- 
ing job, and there is no easy 
answer — no instant solution — 
to any of the problems they 
face." 


But at almost the same time 
Johnson was saying this, anoth- 
er administration official sought 
to play down the idea that the 
present struggle between the Ky 
regime and dissident forces is 
likely to spread into civil war 
paralyzing South Viet Nam. 


This official, who stipulated 
he not be quoted by name, por- 
trayed the strife in the Da 
Nang-Hue area as a localized, 
small-scale 
conflict likely to 
wind up in a political settle- 
ment. 


As for U.S. strategy, he said 
no consideration was being giv- 
en here to any basic change in 
the plan for heavy committment 
of American troops in South

aggression is halted. 


U.S. Concern 
Johnson conceded mounting 
concern 
and 
dissatisfaction 
among 
Americans 
with

course of events in Viet Nam. 


Answering 
a 
question, 
he 
said: "The longer we are there, 
the more sacrifices we make, 
the more we spend, the more 
discontent there will be." 


Taking the situation further, 
he added: "The more dissatis- 
faction there will be, the more 
wish and desire there will be to 
get out. Leading that parade is 
the President."

Oregon Primary First Big 
Test For Peace Candidates 


WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
year's first voting in which Viet 
Nam policy is clearly a signifi- 
cant issue comes Tuesday in 
Oregon, one of four states hold- 
ing primaries that day. 


The others are Florida and 
Oklahoma, where the balloting 
will be in runoffs for nomina- 
tions for governor, and Ken- 
tucky, which 'makes nomina- 
tions for the Senate. 


The week also has a fifth pri- 
mary Saturday in North Caroli- 
na. 


Major Issue 
Viet Nam has developed as a 
major issue in the Oregon con- 
test for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the Senate. 


Howard Morgan, 52, a former 
state Democratic chairman, is 
seeking the nomination with 
support 
from 
Sen. 
Wayne 
Morse, the state's senior Demo- 
cratic senator and a vigorous 
critic of the Johnson adminis- 
tration's Viet Nam policies. 


When Viet Nam has come up 
in the campaign, Morgan has 
expressed views broadly in ac- 
cord with those of Morse. 


The other principal contender 
for the nomination is Rep. Rob- 
ert B. Duncan, 45, who is a 
strong supporter of President 
Johnson on Viet Nam. 


There is also a third candi- 
date, Gilbert Meyer, but politi- 
cal observers do not expect him 
to make much of a dent in the 
total vote. 


Prominent 


While the elections seldom 
turn on any one issue, Viet Nam 
has developed a prominence 
that will make the Morgan-Dun- 
can returns a subject for close 
study by politicians, the country 
over, regardless of the outcome. 


And to a considerable degree, 
Morse has put his personal 
prestige on the line. He has 


been in the state actively cam- 
paigning for Morgan. 


A further factor of national 
political interest is Morgan's 
past service on the Federal 
Power Commission as an ap- 
pointee of the late President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Any 
increase 
in 
Morgan's 
power and influence will be 
viewed as an accretion to the 
political bank accounts of the 
Sens. Kennedy, Robert of New 
York and Edward of Massachu- 
setts. 


The Senate seat up for strug- 
gle in Oregon is that now held 
by Sen. Maurine B. Neuberger, 
Democrat. She decided against 
running for re-election. 


Gov. Mark 0. Hatfield is the 
prospective Republican 
nomi- 
nee, but has opposition from 
Walter Huss, a GOP right-wing- 
er. 


Contesting for the Democratic 
nomination for governor 
are 
Robert Straub, state treasurer 
and state Sen. Ben Musa. Ask- 
ing for the Republican nomina- 
tion are Secretary of State Tom 
McCall and John L. Reynolds.

Briefing officers told of devel- 
opments: 


A Communist battalion, en- 
gaged since Monday by U.S. air 
cavalrymen in the central high- 
lands near An Khe, scattered

borne troopers 
of 
Operation 
Crazy 
Horse. 
The 
troopers, 
whose over-all casualties were 
described as light, killed 24 
more of the enemy. That boost- 
ed the count of known dead to 
122. 


Two brigades of the U.S. 25th 
Infantry Division, trained in 
Hawaii for the jungle fighting, 
have destroyed dozens of enemy 
structures and trenches, killed 
86 Viet Cong and captured two 
this week in a continuing sweep 
through rubber plantations and 
the Boi Loi woods 35 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


Carrying out a drive called 
Wahiawa, after an Oahu Island 
district, the infantrymen seized 
more than 23,000 rounds of 
small-arms ammunition, 89 tons 
of rice, 334 tons of other grain, 
1,700 pounds of peanuts, and 3,- 
600 yards of cloth. 


Several battalions of South 
Vietnamese troops killed 20 Viet

Shadowy CIA Now 
In The Limelight 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
says there is a "tough struggle going on in the back 
alleys all over the world." 


He referred to the dark workings of espionage. 
Much of it is prosaic research and the feeding of in- 
formation into data processing machines. 


Some of it involves the rare- 


fied world of space science and 
the brain-busting mathematics 
of computer codes. 


And some of it is hazardous 
work of nervous men. 


So nervous, says Sen. Richard

Clear Test 


The most clear-cut contest 
may be the one in Oregon Tues- 
day between Rep. Robert B. 
Duncan, an administration sup- 
porter, 
and 
former 
Federal 
Power 
Commissioner 
Howard 
Morgan, a Johnson, critic, for 
the Democratic Senate nomina- 
tion. 


A similar contest is taking 
place for Duncan's House seat 
with former Rep. Charles O. 
Porter, an administration critic, 
opposing County Dist. Atty. Wil- 
liam Frye, who supports the 
President, in the Democratic 
primary. 


In Kentucky Tuesday, peace 
candidate Philip V. Baker is 
rated an underdog to state Rep. 


Norbert Blume for the seat of 
retiring Rep. Charles P. Farn 
sley, a Democrat. The winner 
faces a tough fight against Re- 
publican William O. Cowger, 
former mayor of Louisville.

One Winner 


Nine peace candidates ran in

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JACKSON, Miss. (AP) -Gov. 
Paul B. Johnson signed a local 
option liquor bill Saturday to 
abolish 
statewide 
prohibition 
July 1 and let counties have le- 
gal liquor for the first time in 
57 years. 


"It was a tougher decision 
than to try to get over that 
sand bar at Tarawa," said John- 
son, 50, a Marine Corps officer 
in the Pacific during World 
War II. 


Perspiring under the glare of 
brilliant television lights, the 
governor announced his historic 
decision to newsmen in his of- 
fice. 


He referred to widespread 
violations of the prohibition law 
in the nation's last dry state in 
his formal announcement and 
said he had decided to sign the 
bill after "four and a half days 
of intensive and prayerful con- 
sideration." 


"This is the first time in the 
history of our state that your 
governor and the Tax Commis- 
sion have been given both the 
authority and the means to as- 
sure the people that the prohibi- 
tion laws will be enforced. On 
July 1, every county in the state 
of Mississippi will be a dry 
county. If the majority of the 
people in any county prefer to 
remain dry, then their county 
will be dry — without any com- 
promise whatsoever." 


Under the new law the major- 
ity of voters in a county can 
vote themselves out from under 
prohibition. The State Tax Com- 
mission will supervise the new 
liquor laws and all levels of law 
enforcement will be charged 
with upholding the law. 


This state will have a mono- 
poly on wholesale and retail 
package sales will be handled 
by private stores located in mu- 
nicipalities. 


Liquor will be permitted by 
the drink in areas certified by 
the Tax Commission as resort

EPIDEMIC IN '66 


Dr. Franklin D. Yoder, direc- 
tor of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, said Friday that 
what could have been the worst 
measles epidemic in 10 years 
has been averted. 


"Due to the wholehearted co- 
operation of local health depart 
ments, private physicians and 
parents in utilizing the measles 
vaccine, it is estimated that 
about 30,000 cases of measles 
were aborted this past season, 
as compared to the reported 
cases in the last epidemic year, 
1956." 


A measles epidemic of major 
proportions was predicted for 
this spring. This year, cases re- 
ported in the early part of the 
measles season corresponded to 
the disease pattern of the 1956 
epidemic. 


The State Department of Pub- 
lic Health distributed 234,500 
doses of measles vaccine to re 
gional and local health depart- 
ments and directly to physicians. 
It was used in immunization 
clinics, special school clinics, 
and well-baby clinics. It is esti- 
mated that physicians in the 
state purchased an equal amount 
of vaccine for use in their pri- 
vate practice. As a result, less 
than 12,000 cases were reported 
by the end of April for this 
measles season. 


"Each year, about 225,000 ba- 
bies are born in Illinois. If each 
child were immunized in the 
first year of life, measles and 
its complications could be vir- 
tually eliminated," Dr. Yoder 
concluded.

College Profs Moving 
Out Of Poverty Class

WASHINGTON (AP) — Col- 
lege professors may not be in 
the industrial tycoon class in 
salaries yet, but they are mov- 
ing up. 


Although there still are some 
"poverty cases" on the higher 
education 
scene, 
generally 
things are getting rosier every 
year for college and university 
faculties. 


There have been a couple of 
recent 
appointments in New 
York State that even a tycoon 
might blink at in surprise. 


The legislature 
has 
estab- 
lished some special chairs for 
both state and private universi- 
ties that carry a $100,000 annual 
price tag. It wanted to provide 
an "apex of excellence" for the 


state educational structure. 


Not all of this is salary. The 
professor must use it for travel 
staff and research assistants. 


Dr. C. N. Yang, Chinese-born 
Nobel Prize-winning physicist 
was named to one of these pro- 
fessorships at the State Univer- 
sity at Stonybrook. In his case, 
the personal salary component 
has been reported to be $45,000 
a year. 


Arthur Schlesinger Jr., who 
won the Pulitzer Prize for his 
"A Thousand Days" portrait of 
the years he spent in the White 
House with the late President 
John F. Kennedy, has just 
signed a contract for the $100,- 
000 Albert Schweitzer Chair in 
Humanities at City University 
of New York.

The recent annual salary sur- 
vey of the American Association 
of University Professors showed 
that Harvard University again 
led the nation with an annual 
average salary for all fulltime 
faculty members of more than 
$17,500 a year. 


That 
average includes not 
only full professors, but asso- 
ciates, assistants and instruc- 
tors. 


Ranking second was the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, in the $16,- 
000 to $16,500 class. Right be- 
hind them at the same level 
was Parsons College of Fair- 
field, Iowa. 


Parsons, a once-floundering 
college, had 212 students and 
paid its professors an average 
of $3,600 a year when a new 
president took over in 1955. 


The association study, based 
on figures voluntarily supplied 
by 905 universities and colleges, 
showed an average yearly sala- 
ry of $9,816 for all faculty mem- 
bers combined. This is a nine- 
month salary for the academic 
year and does not reflect what 
other income a teacher might 
earn in summer employment, 
consulting fees and so on.

SAIGON, Viet Nam — (NEA) 
— If the anti-everything dem- 
onstrations 
recently 
going on 
here weren't so serious, some 
of them would be quite funny. 


To tell the truth, everybody 
taking part has rather a good 
time of it ... shouting, snick- 
ering, singing, strutting, wav- 
ing banners, and carrying on 
like an Oriental panty raid. 


Indeed, 
it's 
kind 
of kicks, 
especially 
when 
they 
start 
throwing chemical bombs. Then 
it's a real gas. 


Take one they had the other 
afternoon. Shortly before dusk, 
several hundred giggling teen- 
agers 
grabbed 
their 
placards 
and began charging up one end 
of a dust-and dung-filled street. 


At the other end, 
bayonets 
fixed, 
22 Vietnamese 
soldiers 
strung out in a skirmish line 
and waited with wide grins. 


It was to be a battle of temer- 
ity vs. technology. The soldiers 
were outfitted with U.S. rifles, 
U.S. flak jackets, U.S. helmets, 
U.S. ammunition and tear gas 
bombs manufactured in Penn- 
sylvania. 


The kids, on the other hand, 
were armed with rocks—home- 
grown rocks. 


The marchers stopped about 
50 yards from the troops and 
there followed a few moments 
of confused merriment. Every- 
body kept pushing the kid next 
to him out in front. Girls squeal- 
ed. Boys bantered. 


Then, 
suddenly, 
from 
mid- 
crowd, a rock flew. Then anoth- 
er until the air and pavement 
were filled with missiles. 


The soldiers danced, ducked, 
and playfully protected 
e a c h 
other with wicker-woven shields 
painted green. They looked like 
something left over from the 
Hun wars. 


Finally, at an order, the sol- 
diers launched a counter-offen- 
sive. A khaki-clad sergeant, red- 
faced and somewhat embarrass- 
ed, 
tossed 
a 
half-dozen 
gas 
grenades in front of the frolick- 
ing demonstrators. 


is combined with skull swatting by Saigon cops. 


The bombs hissed, popped and 
smoked. 


And everybody 
b e g a n 
to 
cheer. 


In time, the street began to 
look like a back-yard 
brawl. 
People in shorts observed from 
the balconies of their homes. 
Infants ran 
around 
collecting 
used 
grenade 
casings. 
Street 
vendors did a brisk business in 
iced coconut milk upwind from 
the action. 


But it was combat of a sort 
... 
with casualties even. Kids 
with swollen eyes guffawed as 
they 
stumbled 
over 
garbage 
cans. 
Gals 
with 
torn 
skirts 
shrieked 
and 
blushed. 
And 
fights within the fight broke out 
over who would carry the pos- 
ters. 


At first it appeared as if the 
youths wouldn't stand up under 
the gas. But then somebody be- 
gan passing out sliced lemons 
for stinging eyes and plastic 
bags as make-do masks. And 
in a moment the Kids Korps 
was reorganized. 


"Mau, mau," they shouted. 
"Let's rush 'em again!" 
And they did. And did again. 


And again. Kicking at the ex- 
ploding 
grenades, 
launching 
rocks and having a heck of a 
time. 


One boy fell on top of an ex- 
plosion but was dragged clear 
by others. Not 10 years old by 
the look of him, he could have 
been killed by overexposure to 
the chemical, but he sat up, got 
up, chuckled and ran out to 
get more rocks.

Soviet Strongholds Offer 
Little, Say Cass Travelers

BEARDSTOWN — The Ber- 
lin Wall and East Berlin added 
nothing in the way of enjoyment 
to an otherwise wonderful trip 
abroad for Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Dutch. 


They have just returned fol- 
lowing a deluxe jet tour which 
took them from New York City 
on April 14 to Portugal, Spain, 
Italy, Austria, Germany, Den- 
mark and France. 


"The wall was very depres- 
sing and left us all very sad," 
Charles Dutch, who is president 
of the First State Bank, said on 
his return. 


"We felt we were in another 
world when we went into East 
Berlin," he added. 


The explanation lies in the 
fact there are very few cars 
and very little activity—the tre- 
mendous difference in the econ- 
omy of America-occupied West 
Berlin and the Russian zone is 
very apparent, according to Mr. 
Dutch. 


He was allowed to take only 
$3 with him into the East zone 
and he brought most of that 
back. 


"There was nothing to buy," 
he explained. "The store win- 
dows are junky and contain very 
little merchandise. It is much 
different in West Berlin." 


The Beardstown man describ- 
ed the 
strict 
security 
action 
taken with all members of the 
party before their bus was al- 
lowed 
through 
Check 
Point 
Charlie and into East 
Berlin, 
and also before the return trip. 


The Russians, he said, were 
making sure that no money was 
[brought in to the natives, and 
that none of them escaped to 
the west. 


Aside from the wall and the 
Russian zone pf Berlin, 
how- 
ever, the local couple found the 
many world capitals they visit- 
ed 
beautiful 
and 
apparently 
prosperous. 


They got the full treatment in 
Paris 
and 
Lisbon, 
Madrid, 
Rome, Vienna, and many other 


cities. 


The famous tourist attractions 
included palaces, cathedrals, the 
Forum in Rome as well as the 
Colisseum, the catacombs and 
St. Peter's cathedral.

TOKYO (AP) — A growing 
debate in Japan over its rela- 
tions with the United States and 
Red China is bringing forth the 
first vague hint that the general 
Japanese attitude toward nu- 
clear arms may be changing. 


The debate, centered on the 
Japan-U.S. security treaty and 
Communist 
China's 
atomic 
weapon potential, has focused 
attention on controversial pro- 
posals for a Japanese military 
buildup. 


In this country, that suffered 
the world's only atomic bomb- 
ings, the whole idea of rearma- 
ment — especially with nuclear 
weapons — has been shunned 
for two decades. 


Now the government is pro- 
ceeding more boldly with plans 
for a defense buildup. It also is 
taking a subtle stand on the 
question of a nuclear prolifera- 
tion treaty, leaving the way 
open for Japan to have its own 
atomic weapons as long as oth- 
ers do. 


For years to come, the mili- 
tary buildup is likely to be a 
non-nuclear one. Japanese oppo- 
sition to atomic bombs goes 
deep. The idea of a rearmed 
Japan, 
even without 
nuclear 
weapons, is enough to make oth- 
er Asian nations shiver — and 
Japanese officials know this.

It all started with debate over 
the security treaty which gives 
the United States the right to 
maintain bases in Japan while 
pledging to help defend the Jap- 
anese. The treaty was revised in 
1960 amidst bitter rioting that 
forced President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower to cancel a scheduled 
trip to Japan. Either country 
can 
request another 
revision 
after 1970. 


The Japanese Socialist party, 
which often echoes a pro-Peking 
line, has long waged a cam- 
paign to scrap the treaty. The 
Socialists cite the Viet Nam war 
as a reason for getting rid of 
American bases in Japan. They 
say this country could find itself 
involved 
in 
an 
Asian 
war 
against its will. 


The Viet Nam war has been 
one reason for the early debate 
on the treaty revision. Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato's strategy 
also may be responsible. Some 
observers think he has deliber- 
ately plunged into the debate, 
saying the treaty should remain 
unchanged, in an attempt to 
sway public opinion. It is said 
that he does not want to wait 
until the last minute — 1970 — 
and find himself in the midst of 
new riots. 


Some government supporters 
on the right agree with the So- 
cialists that Japan should try to 
end its dependence on American 
military strength. But there is a 
difference. The Socialists want 
a defenseless Japan that trusts 
in the good will of its neighbors. 
The conservatives want a Japa- 
nese military buildup that would 
permit this country to defend 
itself. 


With Japan showing a more 
independent line in world affairs 
and a vague tendency toward an 
Indian-type nonalignment, 
the 
chances of a defense buildup 
are becoming more likely.

Foot Health 
Essential Among 
School Children 


On Annual Foot Health Week, 
the need for additional foot 
health education and examina' 
tion programs 
among school 
children is essential. Proper foot 
hygiene and early preventive 
care, 
especially 
among 
our 
youth, will contribute signifi- 
cantly to 
alleviating 
serious 
problems later in life. It is rec- 
ommended 
that 
local 
school 
systems consider initiating foot 
health programs and, to this 
extent, urge state podiatry so- 
cieties to cooperate with the 
school officials. 


Such a program for school 
children was conducted by the 
Berwyn, Illinois Board of Health 
in 1965 in which some 6,000 chil- 
dren from 11 public and three 
parochial schools were consider- 
ed for foot health examinations. 


The study revealed that, of 
those examined, 16 percent suf- 
fered from some type of foot 
disorder, 
including 
orthopedic 
problems and skin conditions. 
Further examination was recom- 
mended for approximately five 
percent with about two percent 
suffering from acute conditions. 
It was revealed that only slight- 
ly more than one percent of the 
children were already under 
professional care. 


The American Foot Health 
Foundation is cooperating with 
the American Podiatry Associa- 
tion in developing programs and 
guidelines to assist in the pro- 
motion of foot health education 
and early care among the na- 
tion's school children. 


Many of the foot problems 
found in today's adult popula- 
tion could have been prevented 
if professional advice had been 
sought in childhood. 


A gread deal of the so-called 
"athletes foot" and 
"warts" 
found in our school children 
could be prevented if proper 
foot hygiene were practiced at 
school and home. 


It may come as a surprise to 
some people that the majority 
of foot conditions in children 
such as, intoeing and outtoeing 
gaits, flatfeet, bunions, 
arch

clubfeet 
are 
hereditary and have very little 
Hoots, 621 Hardin, wrong way.

Young Man 
Sole Survivor 
Of Experiment 


CENTREVILLE, Mich. (AP) 
Larry Rink, 21, of Centre- 
ville, a courageous young man 
with a pregnant wife, and an 
amputated leg, is the only survi- 
vor among four men who under- 
went an experimental cancer 
treatment last March. 


Thomas E. Welker, 21, Rink's 
partner in the cancer cell trans- 
plant operation, died Thursday 
in a Conrad, Mont., hospital. 


Two others who participated 
in a similar experiment, Robert 
F. Allen, 29, of Tucson, Ariz., 
and Harry T. Griffin, 63, of 
Flourtown, Pa., died earlier. 


Doctors 
at 
Roswell 
Park 
Memorial Institute in Buffalo, 
N.Y., exchanged cancerous tis- 
sue between Walker and Rink, 
hoping to help each man's body 
develop resistance. 


Rihk said Saturday his doctor, 
Raymond Houghton, told him he 
was to return to Buffalo next 
week, 
perhaps 
for 
another 
transplant with a different part- 
ner. 


Rink, whose first child is ex- 
pected in September, says he's 
little bit scared — but not 
much. 


"Dad talked to the doctor last 
night," Rink said. 
"He said 
there's nothing to worry about. 
The doctors said my cancer is 
in the lymph gland. The others 
had it in the blood. They said I 
had a better chance. That sure 
made me feel better."

In contrast to California, most 
of the peace candidates in New 
York are trying to unseat Dem- 
ocratic incumbents. The princi 
pal fight in the June 28 primary 
is in lower Manhattan between 
Rep.

Councilman Ted Weiss. 


Other Democratic

men with similar opposition are 
Reps. Lester L. Wolff of Great

Stock 
Market 
Levels 


NEW YORK (AP) - 
The 
plunging stock market and the 
soaring economy both seemed 
to be leveling off during the past 
week. 


The stock market, on a skid 
since last February, staged two 
rallies but still showed a loss on 
most indicators. One expert said 
it was only a "temporary bot- 
tom." 


A sign of leveling off in the 
economic boom was a slowdown 
in the advance of personal in- 
come. It rose $1.7 billion to a 
record total of $563.1 billion in 
April, but the gain was far less 
than the $4 billion chalked up in 
March. 


At a meeting of the Business 
Council in Hot Springs, Va., 
Gardney Ackley, chairman of 
President Johnson's Council of 
Economic Advisers, said some 
of 
the 
"tremendous 
exuber- 
ance" had left the economy 


While the stock market de- 
clined on most indicators for the 
fourth straight week, the Dow 
Jones 
industrial 
average 
showed a gain of .78 to 876.89. 
The Dow average reached a 
record high of 995.15 last Feb. 9. 


But of 1,586 issues traded dur- 
ing the week, losers outnum- 
bered gainers 960 to 488, and 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks fell 2.1 to 319.0. 


The slowdown in the business 
boom was underscored by a 
Federal Reserve Board report 
that industrial output in April 
had risen more slowly than 
than in other recent months. 


Many 
businessmen 
said 
it 
seemed 
that 
natural 
forces 
would slow the economy without 
a tax increase. 


The bond market was mostly 
lower for the week in unusually 
quiet trading. 


Corporates generally

WHITE HOUSE 
COPTER BURSTS 
INTO FLAMES 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
One 
of two helicopters assigned to 
carry President Johnson and his 
guests to Camp David, Md., 
burst into flames Saturday after 
it landed on the White House 
south lawn. The President was 
not aboard. 


Charles Tasnadi, an Associat- 
ed Press photographer at the 
scene, said shortly after the 
craft landed, an engine was 
turned on and flames shot out of 
the side of the helicopter. 


Tasnadi, who was viewing the 
scene from the south end of the 
lawn, said the President nor- 
mally enters the craft from the 
ipposite side. He said another 
helicopter, with the presidential 
seal, landed shortly after, and 
the President boarded it. 


He said he saw two dogs 
brought onto the helicopter be- 
fore the fire, but he added they 
were safely unloaded. 


The 
presidential 
helicopter 
took off about 20 minutes after 
the fire, which was quickly ex 
tinguished by military person- 
nel. 


A 
third 
helicopter 
landed 
shortly afterward and took off 
others in the presidential party 


The President was expected 
to remain at Camp David at 
least until Sunday night. 


A White House source said 
later the blaze in the backup 
helicopter was an exhaust stack 
fire caused by flooding at idling 
speeds. It was something that 
could not happen in the air, he 
said.

The paper blamed the situa- 
tion on pressure on police to 
report that 95 per cent or more 
of their cases have been solved. 
In order to make this figure, 
unsolved crimes do not get re- 
ported or investigated.

BALTIMORE (AP) — Kauai 
King, the front running winner 
of the Kentucky Derby, came 
from off the pace Saturday and 
won the $181,500 Preakness to 
move within one victory of the 
coveted triple crown for three- 
year-old thoroughbreds. 


Taking the lead with a little 
more than one eighth of a mile 
to go, the Maryland-bred son of 
Native Dancer-Sweepin charged 
to the wire for a two length vic- 
tory over Stupendous. Amberoid 
was another 4% lengths back 
for third place in the field of 
nine. 


Kauai King, owned by Mi- 
chael J. Ford of Omaha, Neb., 
thus moved into position where 
he needs only a victory in the 
Belmont Stakes June 4 to be- 
come the first Triple Crown 
winner since Citation did it in 
1948. 


The victory in the 91st Preak- 
ness, run on a bright, sunny day 
before 36,114, was worth $129,- 
000 and boosted the King's bank- 
roll fbr the year to $369,027. 


Kauai King jumped out in 
front at the start, just as he did 
in the Kentucky Derby. But Stu- 
pendous, 
from 
Mrs. 
H. 
C. 
Phipps' Wheatley Stable, took 
after him and shortly after they 
had gone one-quarter of a mile 
Stupendous went ahead under 
the guidance of Braulio Baeza. 


Don 
Brumfield, 
20-year-old 
Kentuckian up on the King, 
made no effort to regain the 
lead as Steupendous reeled off 
the first six furlongs in 1:10 3-5. 
As much as two lengths sepa- 
rated 
them 
down the 
back 
stretch, with Blue Skyer and 
Indulto closest in pursuit. 


With one-half 
mile to go, 
Brumfield made his challenge. 
He moved within one length of 
Stupendous rounding the bend, 
drew even at the quarter pole 
and 1-16 of a mile later was out 
in front. 


After Stupendous had reeled 
off a sizzling early pace, the 
mile was clocked in 1:26 2-5 and 
Kauai King hit the finish line in 
1:55 2-5. The record of 1:54 3-5

Johnstone, wearing a sweat- 
shirt emblazoned with the words 
"Virginia 
Beach, 
Va.," 
and 
Hoare, dressed in khakis and a 
T-shirt, hope to break a 55-day 
record set 70 years ago. 


Johnstone said he had no mis- 
givings about the trip. 
"I'm 
looking forward to getting out 
there and meeting all," he said. 


Hoare said he was "straining 
at the bit right now." 


A reporter from the London 
newspaper People, Bob Taylor, 
said of the husky ¿eafarers: 
"Those two men are not mad, 
irresponsible 
fools 
attempting 
the impossible. They are the 
men of the determination that 
gave Britain the command of 
the seas for hundreds of years." 


Taylor, 
who 
has 
followed 
Johnstone and Hoare since the 
trip originated, said he will 
make his last contact with the 
men Sunday. He will fly out in a 
Coast Guard plane which will 
drop a water-tight bag contain- 
ing the Puffin's exact position 
and weather forecast. "Then," 
Taylor said, "they're on their 
own."

New York June 6 and reached 
the Scilly Isles off Land's End, 
England, on July 31 in the 18- 
foot dory Fox. 


Though the Puffin is tiny, she 
is loaded with a ton of food, 
water and equipment.

He came to 
Jacksonville in 1843 to become 
the Professor of Anatomy and 
Surgery at the Illinois College 
Medical School. 


IC Medical School 
Illinois College operated 
a 
Medical School from 1843-1848, 
with classes first in Beecher 
Hall and later in a frame build- 
ing on the corner of Mound and 
Lincoln Avenues, (now the site 
of the Arthur French resid- 
ence). 


The Medical School was clos- 
ed in 1848 largely because of 
competition from schools in the 
larger cities of St. Louis and 
Chicago, and David Prince went 
to St. Louis briefly to teach in a 
medical school there, 


He returned to Jacksonville 
in 1852 and married Lucy Man- 
ning Chandler, niece of Dr 
Charles Chandler who was the 
founder of Chandlerville, Illinois 
and a close friend of Abraham 
Lincoln. 


The Princes 
established 
a 
home and office at the corner 
of 
West State 
and 
Fayette 
Streets, (now the site of t h e 
Lukeman Motor Company). 


Dr. Prince was active in the 
anti-slavery movement in Jack-

He was a founder of the or- 
iginal Morgan County Medical 
Society and the Illinois State 
Medical Society. 


His medical practice was in 
terrupted by the Civil War in 
which he served with distinc- 
tion as a Brigade Surgeon in 
McClellan's Army of the Pot- 
omac. 


Confederate Prisoner 


Captured by the Confederates 
when he attempted to rescue a 
group of wounded men after the 
Battle of Malvern Hill on July 1, 
1862, he was taken to the Libby 
Prison in Richmond. 


He was later exchanged and 
returned 
to 
Jacksonville. 
In 


1863, he was elected Vice-Presi 
dent of the American Medical 
Association. 


First Operating Room 


In 1867, he established Jack- 
sonville's first surgical operat- 
ing facilities, the Jacksonville 
Surgical Infirmary, located on 
Sandy Street just off the Square, 
(now the site of the R and M 
Electric Company). 


By the 1880's, 3,000 patients a 
year were treated 
there by 
David Prince and his associates 
which included at various times 
his sons, Arthur and John, and 
Drs. Greene V. Black, W.H.H. 
King, William Hairgrove, and G 
N. Kreider. 


Prince became international 
ly renowned in Orthopedic and 
Plastic Surgery, performing in 
Jacksonville complicated cleft- 
palate repairs, tube-grafts to 
restore chins, noses and eyelids, 
and designed instruments and 
methods of fracture repair over 
20 years before x-rays were dis- 
covered. 


His books on these subjects 
were widely read and modern 
day surgeons have commented 
on his brilliance and his pione 
ering techniques. 


He travelled widely, presen 
ting lectures all over the United 
States and twice in Europe. In 
addition, he devoted a great 
deal of time to public affairs in 
Jacksonville, serving for many 
years on the School Board and 
the Library Board a n d as a 
Director of several companies, 
including the JACKSONVILLE 
JOURNAL. 


Letters from his travels were 
published in the JOURNAL and 
can still be read on the micro- 
film copies available in t h e 
Public Library. 


His death in 1889 was mourn- 
ed by many persons. He is bur- 
ied in Diamond Grove Cem- 
etery. The David Prince build- 
ing at the Jacksonville High 
School was named for him in 
honor of his devotion to the 
public schools.

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The Village Of South 
Jacksonville Deserves Fair Treatment 


A number of years ago when the 
issue of annexation was before the 
"^voters of the city and the village we 
strongly urged a favorable vote for a 
funited municipal government because 
we then believed, as we still do, that 
i* annexation would prove advantageous 
to all concerned. We pointed out that 
'1 the residents of South 
Jacksonville 
could obtain more in the way of mu- 
" nicipal service for less money if they 
'".joined the city. However, a large m;i- 
: jority of the village voters did not see 
:-it that way. They registered a decided 
preference for maintaining their in- 
dependent status/Since that time the 
"f village has come a long way in im- 
proving its government and its facili- 
, ties. 


Now the representatives of South 
^ Jacksonville are negotiating with city 
"officials in an effort to purchase raw 
••water from the river pipeline, propos- 
ing to build their own treatment plant. 
.They are seeking to avoid a 250'r 
. boost in charges for city water and 
sewer. 


South Jacksonville owns and serv- 
• ices its own water mains and sewers 
and its residents pay 20% more in 
water rates than customers within the 


" city limits. 


It is to be hoped that the negotia- 


tions will proceed in good faith with 
the following principles in mind: 


1. Any idea of forcing annexation 
through exorbitant water and sewer 
charges should be abandoned. 


2. The city deserves a fair return 
on its plant investment. 


3. The feasibility of the raw water 
proposal should not be dismissed with- 
out careful 
study. 
Presumably 
the 
pipe line is capable of supplying plenty 
of water. 


4. The residents of South Jackson- 
ville should be given as fair a break 
in the purchase of raw water as indus- 
trial concerns, some of which are lo- 
cated outside the city boundaries. The 
same is true of sewerage treatment 
service. 


5. Once a fair agreement has been 
arrived at, a long term contract should 
settle the issue for a reasonable period 
of time. 


After all, this is one community. 
By the sheer force of geographic loca- 
tion the city and the village must work 
together on many projects vital alike 
to the inhabitants of each municipal- 
ity. These common problems will mul- 
tiply and intensify in future years. 
They can best be solved in a spirit of 
harmony. Cooperation promises more 
than divisiveness.

Aussies Aim to Please; 
Viefniks Greet Humphrey

WASHINGTON (NEA)—Near, 
the end of his recent trip to the 
Far East, Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey stopped in Australia 
for a brief visit with Prime Min- 
ister Harold Holt. 


Arriving at the 
conference, 
Humphrey found a small group 
of Aussie Vietniks picketing the 
building 
with 
the 
customary 
"Get 
Out of Viet N a m " 
pla- 
cards. 


To Humphrey—who as presid- 
ing officer of the Senate often 
listens to verbal "picketing" by 
such dove senators as William 
Fulbright and Wayne 
Morse— 
this was old stuff, but he could 
not resist joshing Holt about it. 


"Last night when I arrived," 
he told the prime minister, "you 
gave me a lovely sunset — just 
like those we have in Texas. 
This morning you gave me a 
wonderful 
c r i s p 
Minnesota 
breeze. And now these pickets. 
You've really gone out of your 
way to make me feel at home;" 


Telling the story later, Hum- 
phrey added: 


"Little did I know to what 
lengths Prime Minister Holt had 
really gone. I found out that 
the leader of the pickets was a 
Brooklyn girl — a graduate of 
the University of California who 
was in Australia on a Fulbright 
scholarship!" 


In the recently concluded Ala- 
bama Democratic primary, Gov. 
George 
Wallace, 
campaigning 
for his wife Lurleen, enjoyed 
taking potshots at 
northerners 
who criticize the South. 


He referred often to his visit 
to various colleges and univer- 
sities, noting that his controver- 


sial presence often demandéd 
huge police forces to 
protect 
him from harm. 


"When I went to Harvard Uni- 
versity," he said, "it took 500 
policemen to get me into the 
building. I had to leave by an 
underground route. 


"I know every steam pipe in 
Harvard." 


Wallace, throughout the pri- 
mary campaign, kept a sharp 
eye out 
for Wallace 
bumper 
stickers wherever he went. Rid- 
ing in his car, he would point 
out every one he saw, even in 
journeys of 40 miles or more.

Butterai! Is Somelhmg New

Q—I hear some people talk 
about butteroil. What is it and 
do you eat it? 


A—It is a recent development 
that promises the food industry 
a 
shortening 
that 
imparts a 
homemade flavor to commer- 
cially made products. Research 
in this new product is under 
way at Iowa State University, 
the University of Nebraska and 
Rutgers, the state university of 
New Jersey. 


Butteroil is made by remov- 
ing the water, salt and 
curd 
from butter. One of two meth- 
ods may be used: 
separating 
the cream 
and breaking 
the 


emulsion to free the fat from 
the water; or melting the but- 
ter and then separating the non- 
fat solids and water by 
cen- 
trifugal force. A pound of butter 
yields 
about 
four-fifths of a 
pound of butteroil. This more 
concentrated form of butter has 
a shipping advantage over reg- 
ular butter since the shipper is 
not paying to ship or store wa- 
ter. Bakeries can make richer 
baked goods from highly con- 
centrated butteroil. 


Q—Is it true that eggs are a 
really good buy — I mean do 
they have big food value? 


A—Yes, lots. Use of eggs in 
main dishes helps to ¿(retch the 
food budget. Omelets, egg cas- 
seroles, 
croquettes 
and 
other 
main dishes made of eggs of-

Who is this guy, the farmer, 
then? What does he mean to 
the country? A House commit- 
tee on agriculture compiled an 
impressive list of facts a couple 
of years ago that should raise a 
few eyebrows and help educate 
the public as to what modern 
farming is all about. 


Agriculture's assets are about 
two-thirds the value of all cor- 
porations in the nation. Farming 
employs more workers than the 
combined jobs in transportation, 
public utilities, the steel indus- 
try and the automobile industry. 
The productivity of the U. S. 
farm worker since 1950 has in- 
creased about twice as fast as 
output 
per-man-hour 
in 
non- 
agricultural industry. 


Modern farming makes farm- 
ers good customers. They spend 
about $29 billion a year for 
goods and services used in pro- 
ducing farm products — $3.1 bil- 
lion for new tractors and other 
machinery, $3.3 billion for pe- 
troleum products, and $1.6 bil- 
lion for fertilizer.

BYDV outbreak in 1959. That 
year the virus, coupled with 
greenbug feeding, caused an 
estimated loss of 34.5 million 
bushels of oats valued at $24.3 
million. The loss represented 
28 percent of the total oat pro- 
duction in Illinois. 


The severity of BYDV dam- 
age depends on plant response, 
says Shurtleff. Seedling infec- 
tion is most severe. Late-planted 
oats and oats growing in poor 
soils 
are 
damaged 
more 
severely 
than 
those 
planted 
early in good soil. Oats follow- 
ing soybeans are less affected 
than those following corn where 
no fertilizers have been ap- 
plied. 


The first symptoms of BYDV 
on oats, and to a lesser extent 
on barley and wheat, appear 
as 
faint 
yellowish 
- 
green 
blotches, usually near the leaf 
tip. The blotches enlarge rath- 
er rapidly, merge and 
turn 
various shades of red, brown 
or yeliow-orange. Affected por- 
tions often die as the infection 
spreads 
through 
the 
entire 
plant. The leaves may 
curl 
inward and appear more erect 
than usual. Symptoms general- 
ly appear first on the older 
leaves. The virus may shrivel 
kernels and reduce test weight. 


In barley, the most charac- 
teristic symptoms are dwarfing 
and the brilliant yellow coloring 
of the leaves. 


In wheat, severe dwarfing and 
general yellowing are less com- 
mon and the disease is more 
severe when infection 
takes 
place in the fall than in the 
spring. 
The root system 
is 
damaged as severely as the 
tops of plants. 


At present, farmers cannot 
fully control BYDV in the field. 
But they can reduce damage in 
oats as well as in other crops 
by growing tolerant varieties. 


Early 
planting 
of 
spring 
varieties, plus proper fertili- 
zation 
can 
help 
to 
prevent 
heavy 
damage. 
Vigorously 
growing plants are more toler- 
ant of the disease than weaker 
ones. 
Large 
populations 
of 
aphids usually do not appear in 
Illinois until sometime in May. 


Use of insecticides to control 
BYDV in small grains and grass 
crops is not recommended at 
present because they kill aphids 
too slowly. If 
virus-carrying 
aphids arrive in steady num- 
bers from outside the treated 
area, they can infect plants 
on which they land and feed 
even when the crop is treated. 
Such was the case with green- 
bugs in 1959, Shurtleff 
con- 
cludes.

Prices for the 1965 corn crop 
have averaged about 4 cents a 
bushel lower than prices for the 
previous 
crop. 
Prices 
seem 
likely to continue below year- 
before levels during the re 
mainder of this marketing year. 


The total supply of corn on 
hand is about the same as a 
year ago, but a much smaller 
share of it is locked up under 
price-support programs. 


Stocks on Hand About the 
Same. Stocks of corn on hand 
April 1 totaled 2,899 million 
bushels, according to findings 
reported by the USDA. 
T h i s 
amount was 1 percent m o r e 
than a.year earlier. 


Corn in farm cribs and bins 
totaled 2,160 million bushels, up 
11 per cent from 1965. The farm 
stocks made up 75 percent of 
the total supply this year com- 
pared with only 67 percent a 
year before. Farmers' 
larger 
holdings this year suggest that 
they are m o r e optimistic or 
bullish. 


Government 
Stocks 
Shrink. 
The CCC has sold most of its 
once-large 
surplus stocks of 
corn. The government agency 
held only 175 million bushels of 
non-committed (unsold) corn on 
April 1, 72 percent less than 12 
months 
before. 
This 
figure, 
however, does not include old 
and new corn t h a t is under 
price-support loans. 


The amount of old corn re- 
maining 
under 
price-support 
loans (reseal program) totaled 
353 million bushels on April 1, 
20 percent less t h a n a year 
earlier. New corn under loan 
totaled 188 million bushels, 3 
percent less. 


More "Free" Corn. The? corn 
owned by the government plus 
that under price-support loans 
totaled 716 million bushels, 43 
percent less than last year. The 
supply of other corn (sometimes 
called "free" corn because it is 
not under any government pro- 
gram) 
totaled 
2,183 
million 
bushels, or 37 percent m o r e 
than on April 1 last year. 


Demand for Corn Increases. 
The total disappearance of corn 
during the first half of the mar- 
keting year was 2,442 million 
bushels. This amount was 9 per- 
cent more than was used and 
exported in the like time a year 
before. 


Of the total disappearance of 
corn in the six-month period, 81 
percent was used for feed, 15 
percent was exported, and 4 
percent was used by processors. 


As compared with a year be- 
fore, the amount of corn used 
for feed increased 5 percent, ex- 
ports jumped 39 percent, while 
the use by processors was un- 
changed. 


Surplus Stocks Reduced. It 
now appears that the carryover 
of old corn on October 1 may be 
around 1,100 million bushels. 
This amount would be 6 percent 
less than last fall, and 45 per- 
cent less than the high tide of 
surplus corn five years ago. The 
expected carryover is equal to 
about 95 days use and exports. 
The carryover in 
1961 was 
equal to about 200 days use and 
exports. 


The 1966 Crop May Break 
Records. Farmers have indicat- 
ed that they will plant more 
than 68 million acres of corn, 2 
percent more than they planted 
a year ago. With average weath- 
er this acreage should produce 
about 4,400 million bushels of 
corn, 5 per cent more than last 
year's record. 


The price-support loan rate 
for 1966 crop corn will average 
$1.00 a bushel, 5 cents lower 
than for the 1965 crop.

At County's Wheat 


Farm Adviser George Trull 
was called Thursday and Fri- 
day to inspect wheat fields in 
all sections of the county by 
farmers who noticed that their

culture knew about that big 
corp of corn in Madison coun- 
ty when he estimated Illinois 
corn production in 1866. 


He found that the farmers in 
the state planted 4,925,000 acres 
of corn. It averaged 29.0 bushels 
per acre and sold for an aver- 
age of 42c per bushel, yielding 
a gross income of $12.18 per 
acre. 


Heavier Grain 
Exports Affect 
Transportation 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. ( A P ) - 
Increased shipments of Illinois 
crops to other states and for- 
eign countries have been a ma- 
jor factor in the shortage of 
grain transportation facilities, 
a two-year study showed today. 


Prof. 
Walter 
J. 
Wills, of 
Southern 
Illinois 
University 
school of agriculture, made a 
report on his study at a meet- 
ing of representatives of the 
railroad industry, grain eleva- 
tor operators, and the federal 
and state agriculture depart- 
ments. 


Wills said Illinois now is pro- 
ducing 80 per cent more corn, 
60 per cent more wheat and 70 
per cent more soybeans for 
shipment outside the state than 
it did 20 years ago. 


Shortages of box cars and dif- 
ferences 
in railroad shipping 
rates are two of the main prob- 
lems affecting transportation, 
he said. 


Robert M. Schneider, state 
agriculture director, said Illi- 
nois will be in trouble again 
this year because of its "tre- 
mendous production" of crops. 
He said the transportation prob- 
lem applies to other states as 
well as to Illinois.

disease than soft wheats. 


"This raises the old question 
in this area," Trull said. "Soft 
winter wheats have a history of 
doing better around here than 
hard varieties. They yield bet- 
ter, year after year. Yet the i 
marketing situation is so ar- 
ranged that the man who raises 
soft wheat is often penalized. 
Maybe if powdery mildew would 0f 
hit us hard for a few years 
we'd straighten out the market 
that now caters to hard' wheats 
and to our disadvantage. 


"It's 
just 
something 
to 
speculate about," 
Trull 
said. 
"As of now we have the disease 
among us, there is 
nothing 
practical we can do about it, 
but we can think about the 
obvious advantages of turning 
to soft winter wheat varieties."

AIR POLLUTION 
INJURES CROPS 


With 
the encroachment of 
cities and industrial firms into 
farming areas, sorne farmers 
are reporting crop damage from 
air pollutants. Farming opera 
tions still require an adequate 
supply of clean air and sun- 
shine, 
and neighboring 
com- 
mercial, 
industrial 
or 
power 
plants that give off smoke and 
fumes can make raising crops 
and livestock difficult, as well 
as make living uncomfortable. 


If you or your farm is seri- 
ously 
bothered 
with 
fumes, 
odors, dust, gas, smoke or other 
air pollution caused by a near- 
by plant, you may be able to 
obtain relief with the help of 
a state agency. An Illinois law 
passed in 1963 provides for an 
Air 
Pollution 
Control 
Board 
with power to take legal action 
against those guilty 
of con- 
taminating the air to an extent 
that injures human, plant or 
animal life or property or that 
unreasonably 
interferes with 
the enjoyment of life or pro- 
perty. 


Complaints may be directed 
to the Board's Technical Secre- 
tary, who is the Chief Sanitary 
Engineer of the Department of 
Public Health in Springfield. 
Upon receiving complaints, the 
Secretary may call for an in- 
vestigation. If there is a viola- 
tion of the Air Pollution Con- 
trol Act, he will first seek to 
persuade the guilty party to 
change his operations and, if 
necessary, 
install 
filtering 
devices. If this action fails to 
get results, hearings may be 
held and the guilty party order- 
ed to stop the pollution. If it be- 
comes necessary for the Board 
to go to court to obtain a 
restraining order, a penalty of 
up to $200 per day for continued 
violations may be imposed. 


This procedure provides a 
way of stopping or reducing the 
pollution. 
It does 
not 
com- 
pensate the landowner for any 
injury he may have suffered. If 
damages are of a sufficient 
amount, the injured landowner 
may still wish to take direct 
legal action against the pollut- 
ing party. However, he must 
be able to prove that he has 
been injured by the business 
in question.

Still, the tour guide notes with 
pride that, of 2,500 monasteries 
in 17th century Russia, this was 
one of only four given the title 
of Lavra, a word meaning large 
and populous. 


It is considered the 
second 
holiest monastery in Russia aft- 
er Zalorsk, near Moscow, now 
the headquarteis of the Russian 
Orthodox Church. 


The guide says Soviet author- 
ities closed 
the monastery 
in 
1929 because of the immorality 
(of the monks. One monk, she 
!says, murdered one of his mis- 
tresses in the monastery.

World 
War 
II, 
the 
guide says, 
the Germans 
pil- 
laged the 
monastery 
and 
de- 
stroyed 36 of its 87 buildings. 
However, they allowed priests 
to use part of the monastery, a 
practice that continued after the 
war under Soviet rule. 


The guide explains what she 
calls a legend about monks so 
holy 
that 
they 
sealed 
them- 
selves up in little cubicles, leav- 
ing only a tiny window where 
bread and water was placed for 
them. They intended to pray 
continuously 
until 
they 
died. 
When the bread and water was 
no longer taken in, the monks 
were presumed dead and the 
little windows sealed up.

Journal Courier, Jacksonville, III., May 22, 1966 


Lincoln's 
Grave In 
Oak Ridge 


One of the most widely copi- 
ed newspaper articles in the 
history of American journalism 
was making the rounds a hun- 
dred years ago. 


It was a long story, running 
more than two columns of six 
point unleaded type, but just 
the same nearly every news- 
paper in the country picked it 
up and and printed it. 


It was a description of Oak 
Ridge 
cemetery, 
Springfield, 
and Lincoln's tomb. 


It all started when the Welsh 
Eisteddfud, a singing society in 
Mahanoy 
City, Pa., 
instruct- 
ed its secretary to find out just 
where Lincoln was buried, and 
how the society could help in 
building a suitable monument 
for the late President. 


The secretary directed a let- 
ter to the postmaster at Spring- 
field and the latter turned the 
inquiry over to " R " — Spring- 
field correspondent for the Chi- 
cago 
Evening 
Journal. 
" R " 
obliged with all the details and 
his article was printed in the 
Mahanoy 
paper, 
and 
copied 
by everybody. 


Much of the article dealt with 
plans for financing the monu- 
ment and those portions 
a r e 
omitted. Here's the rest of the 
most copied story: 


The remains of the lamented 
martyr are deposited in "Oak 
Ridge Cemetery," which is sit- 
uated two miles north of the city 
of Springfield, his old home, 
the capital of the State, and in 
the county of Sangamon, almost 
the Geographical centre of Illi- 
nois. 


"Oak Ridge" was first s e t 
apart as a burial ground about 
ten years ago. The inclosure 
contains a fraction over seven- 
ty-two (72) acres, and is suf- 
ficiently remote from the busi- 
ness centre of the city and ev- 
ery-day life to render it a re- 
tired and fitting abode for the 
dead. The site is indeed a most 
eligible one. Its topography is 
varied, and presents a beautiful 
blending of hill and dale, inter- 
spersed with a natural growth 
of trees and shrubs of various 
species, among which the oak 
predominates. 


The cemetery is enclosed by 
a 
substantial 
wooden 
fence, 
which is designed to give way 
at no distant period to a living 
hedge, with which it is already 
completely 
enclosed on three 
sides, and which, when full de- 
veloped, will not only make a 
most substantial 
and durable 
fence, but add greatly to the 
charm of the cemetery. 


A Beautiful Place 


It is entered from the east 
side by a wide gate opening in- 
to a broad graveled 
avenue, 
which branches off into a net 
work of others, affording access 
to all parts of the grounds. It

on the ground of non- 
jurisdiction, the defendant be- 
ing held by the military power 
of the Government.

"A Becoming Monument" 
The object of t h e National 
Lincoln Monument Association, 
as indicated by its name, is to 
build a becoming monument to 
the memory of Mr. Lincoln. To 
this end the association have 
obtained 
from 
the 
city 
of 
Springfield a deed of about six 
acres 
of 
the most beautiful 
ground, situated near the south- 
eastern extremity of the cem- 
etery, and close to the main en- 
trance, where the remains of 
Mr. Lincoln are now entombed, 
together with those of his little 
sons, Eddie and Willie, 
w h o 
died, 
the 
former 
before 
his 
elevation to the Presidency, and 
the latter in the early part of 
his administration, in a new 
vault erected by the association, 
as their resting place until the 
contemplated monument 
shall 
be erected, when they will final- 
ly be deposited with the mem- 
bers of his family, in their final 
resting place. 


This vault crowns the summit 
of a little hill, is partly exca- 
vated, but chiefly above the sur- 
face, and facing to the north- 
east. The front, which is about 
ten feet high, is built of brick 
and white stone copings, with 
a vase at each angle. The door 
is inclosed with a white marble 
slab fitted in the grooves, and 
surmounted with a white cir- 
cular stone, polished, bearing 
the simple inscription — "Lin- 
coln" — carved thereon. The 
back of the tomb is covered 
with a mound of earth, which, 
in the spring, will be clad with 
grass. 
The 
vases 
and 
the 
smoothed stones of the tomb are 
already written over in pencil 
with the autographs of pilgrims 


At the northern base of the 
eminence 
flows 
a 
winding 
stream of pure spring water, 
which ripples along its pebbly 
bed, singing a requiem to the 
dead who aleep within its hall- 
owed precincts 
— 


"Indeed A 'Mecca' " 


Since the burial of Mr. Lincoln 
within the 
precincts 
of 
Oak 
Ridge, it has become indeed a 
"Mecca," whither pilgrims re- 
pair to renew their fidelity to 
country, to humanity and to 
God. Already the visitor's book, 
at the Curator's house, contains 
the names of 24,000 devotees 
from all parts of the world, and 
each name is accompanied by 
some remark expressive of the 
most tender affection, while the 
sexton is confident that 
t h e 
number does not represent a 
tithe of those who have been 
drawn thither out of respect for 
the memory of the deceased. 


Almost everybody who was, 
or is, anybody has visited Lin- 
coln's tomb. Herbert W. Fay, 
for years the curator, secured 
one of the greatest collections 
of autographs in the world simp- 
ly by asking distinguished peo- 
ple to sign his personal register 
after he showed them through 
the tomb. 


Nobody can possibly estimate 
with any degree of accuracy the 
number of people who visit the 
tomb annually. At this time of 
the year sometimes as many as 
200 busloads of school children 
arrive in one day. Tto take care 
of this gigantic load the cura- 
tor has enlisted the help of an 
automatic tape recording sys- 
tem. Some people don't like it, 
claiming it is entirely out of 
place and irreverent. 


But, may I ask, what else can 
the people in charge do? I'm 
sure they would welcome sug- 
gestions.

Feels Farmers 
To Gain Much 
From Medicare 


URBANA — Farm 
families 
and other rural residents could 
benefit from Medicare 
more 
than any other group, a Uni- 
versity of Illinois rural sociolo- 
gist points out. 


D. E. Lindstrom, citing a re- 
cent U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture report, explains that a 
larger percentage of rural resi- 
dents are older than city resi- 
dents, and fewer have private 
health insurance. All persons 
over 65 years of age who are 
getting social security or rail- 
road retirement are automati- 
cally covered under the law. 
For those not covered, the pro- 
gram will be financed from the 
federal treasury. 


Social security tax rates will 
increase 
slightly 
under t h e 
Medicare program. For self- 
employed farmers, the rates in 
1967 will increase from 6.2 to 
6.4 percent of taxable income. 
By 1987 and later, the change 
will be from 6.9 to 7.8 percent. 


For farm wage workers, the 
increase in 1967 will be fromi 
4.125 to 4.2 percent. By 1987 
and after, the rate will go from i 
4.625 to 5.65 percent. 


Benefits include hospital i r 1 


surance to cover costs over $40 
for 60 days of confinement. 
Also, a payment of $3 per 
month beginning July 1 this 
year will cover 80 percent of 
reasonable doctor and medical 
costs over $50 a year. 


Lindstrom also points out that 
aside from Medicare there will 
be higher retirement benefits, 
benefits for uninsured persons 
over 72 years of age and for 
disabled workers, and higher 
earned income exemptions. Al- 
so, widows of insured workers 
can get benefits at age 60 under 
certain conditions.
